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FACTORS BEHIND 
SHORTAGE OF OIL 
FOOLED EXPERTS 


Both Government, Industry 


Had Expected Increase 


Would Be Gradual 


By C L A R K E B E A C H 
Associated Press Staff W riter 
WASHINGTON, March 17—The 
oil shortage this winter caught 
both government and industry ex­ 
perts by surprise. 
They had thought that after the 
war there would be only a gradual 
increase in the civilian consump­ 
tion of petroleum products—which 
had been reduced about one-third 
through rationing. 
They thought they had several 
years, at least, to prepare for any 
greatly-increased demand. 
But in Septembeer, the shortage 
suddenly loomed up dead ahead. 
Instead of slowly easing upward, 
the demand for oil had shot up a1 
most vertically. 
Now the country 
is using about 5,700,OOO barrels a 
day—700,000 more than at wartime 
peak. 
Fooled By Spurt In Cars 
The experts had been thinking 
in terms of gasoline and automo­ 
biles. They reasoned, according to 
Sidney 
A. 
Swendnid. 
executive 
vice-president of the Gulf Oil Corp., 
that fewer automobiles would be 
In use and there would be a slump 
in gasoline demand. 
But by 1947 there were 1,021,000 
more passenger cars on the road 
than in 1941. There were 33.6 per 
cent more trucks and 43.5 per cent 
more busses. The petroleum indus­ 
try estimates 33 per cent more gas­ 
oline will be used in the first quar­ 
ter of 1948 
than in 
the same 
months of 1941. 
What caught the oil men off 
guard? The enormous increase in 
the demand for petroleum products 
other than gasoline. Total demand 
for petroleum products jumped 53 
per cent in the seven-year period. 
Derivatives of crude oil which 
once were considered by-products 
chiefly accounted for the rise. The 
biggest increase has been in the 
demand 
for •distillate” 
fuels—a 
rise of 85 per cent since the first 
quarter of 1941. 
These are oils 
that are used in home oil burners 
In Diesel e n g in e and jet-propul 
•ion engines. 
Converted To Oil Burners * 
Home owners converted 
their 
coal furnaces to oil burners so rap­ 
idly after the war that dealers re­ 
ceived 250 per cent more burners 
in the first nine months of 1947 
than in the same period of 1946. 
Burners use an average of 1,800 
gallons of oil a year. 
The railroads are changing to 
Diesels so fast that a new Diesel 
is hitting the rails every week or 
10 days. Of the locomotives now 
on order, 92 per cent are Diesels. 
TTiey average 169,000 gallons of 
fuel a year—enough to heat 93 av­ 
erage homes. 
Kerosene consumption has taken 
a 74 per cent jump. 
First outcries 
to Interior Department fuel men 
•bout the oil shortage came from 
kerosene users in North Carolina. 
Aviation 
gasoline 
consumption 
has doubled. 
Farmers are using 
twice as much gasoline as ever, 
for they have doubled their mechan­ 
ised equipment.
